Memorandum regarding the probable amount of mon- 
soon rainfall in 1969. 

Previous weather conditions over certain parts of 
the world enable us to form an estimate, within some- 
what. wide limits, of the monsoon rainfall of India 
during the period June to September. These predic- 
tions aim to pass a statistical test of 80% success; in 
other words aim at being correct four times out of 
five on the average over a long series of years. 

The data used are given in section 2 below; these: 
are followed by notes on the relevant inferences that 
may be drawn from them. 


2. Data 

Equatorial Pressure — Pressure was in excess by 0.9 
mb. at Port Darwin in March to May and in defect by 
0.3 mb. at Seychelles in February nnd March. 

South Rhodesia — Rainfall from October 1968 to April 
1969 was in excess by 17.6 mm. 

South America — Pressure departure were as fol- 
lows : —

3. Inferences from the information 

For the Peninsula— taken to eonsit of Maharashtra. 
Gujarat, Madhya Pradesh. Telangana, Interior Mysore 
North, Coastal Andhra Pradesh and Coastal Mysore 
(excluding South Kanara) — the factors used are, in 
the order of decreasing reliability. Bangalore unper 
winds. Calcutta upper winds. South Rhodesia Rain 
and South American pressure. Of these factors, this 
year. Calcutta upper winds are indifferent, South 
Rhodesia rain is slightly unfavourable, Bangalore upper 
winds are moderately unfavourable and South Ameri- 
can pressure is very unfavourable. The statistical 
analysis indicates that there is a four to one chance 
that the monsoon rainfall in the Peninsula during June 
to September 1969 will be above 84 per cent of the 
normal rainfall. 

For Northwest India — taken to consist of Jammu nnd 
Kashmir, West Uttar Pradesh Haryana, the Puniab. 
Himachal Pradesh, Delhi, Chandigarh and Rajasthan 
— the factors used are, in the order of decreasing reli- 
ability, Equatorial pressure, Calcutta upper winds. 
South American pressure, Gwalior upper winds and 
South Rhodesia ram. Of these factors, this year, South 
Rhodesia rain and South American pressure are slight- 
ly unfavourable, Equatorial pressure and Gwalior 
upper winds are unfavourable and Calcutta upper 
winds are very unfavourable. The statistical analysis 
indicates that there is a four to one chance that the 
monsoon rainfall in Northwest India during June to 
September 1969 will be less than 90 per cent of the 
normal rainfall. 


4. Summary of Forecast 

The monsoon rainfall during June to September 
1969 is likely to be about normal in the Peninsula and 
slightly below normal in Northwest India,

ANNEXURE I 

FEE: 

Candidates seeking admission to the examination must pay

3. The Commission may at their discretion remit the 
prescribed fee where they are satisfied that the applicant is

1. A copy each of the Notice, the Rules, the Application 
form and other papers relating to the examination is obtain- 
able from the office of the Union Public Service Commission 
in accordance with para 4 of the Notice. Candidates should 
consult them carefully to see if they are eligible before filling 
in the application form or paying the prescribed fee. The 
conditions prescribed cannot be relaxed, 

BEFORE SUBMITTING THE APPLICATION THE 
CANDIDATE MUST SELECT FINALLY FROM AMONG 
THE CENTRES GIVEN IN PARAGRAPH 1 OF THE 
NOTICE, THE PLACE AT WHICH HE WISHES TO 
APPEAR FOR THE EXAMINATION, ORDINARILY NO 
REQUEST FOR A CHANGE IN THE PLACE SELECTED 
WILL BE ENTERTAINED. 

2. The application form, the attestation form and the 
acknowledgement card must be completed in the candidates’ 
own handwriting. All entries/ answers should be In words 
and not by dashes or dots. The completed application form, 
the attestation form and the acknowledgement card should 
be sent to the Secretary, Union Public Service Commission, 
Dholpur House, New Delhi-11, so as to reach him by the 
last date prescribed in the Notice. 

No application received by the Commission after the date 
prescribed in the Notice will be accepted. 

A candidate residing abroad or in the Andaman & Nicobar 
and Laccadive, Minicoy & Amindivi Islands may at the dis- 
cretion of the Commission be required to furnish documen- 
tary evidence to show that he was residing abroad or in the 
Andaman & Nicobar and Laccadive, Minicoy & Amindivi 
Islands, from a date prior to the date specified in the first 
sub-para of para 5 of the Notice. 

A candidate already in Government Service, whether in 
a permanent or temporary capacity, must submit his applica- 
tion through the Head of his Department or office concerned 
who will complete the endorsement at the end of the appli- 
cation, form and forward it to the Commission.

(i) CROSSED Indian Postal orders for the prescribed 
fee, — All Postal Orders should bear the signature of the issu- 
ing Post Master and a clear stamp of the issuing Post Office, 
AH Postal Orders should be Crossed and filled in as fol-

In no case will Postal Orders payable at any other Post 
Office be accepted. Defaced or mutilated Postal Orders will 
also not be accepted, 

Note,— -Candidates residing abroad at the time of sub- 
mitting their applications should deposit the amount of the 
prescribed fee (the equivalent of Rs. 48.00, Rs. 12.00 In the 
case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes) in the office of India’s High Commissioner, 
Ambassador or Representative, as the case may be, In that 
country who should he ashed to credit the amount to the 
account head “XXT-rMiscellaneous Department Examina- 
tion fees — Receipts of the Union Public Service Commission." 
The candidates should forward the receipt from that Office 
with the application, 

(ii) Certificate of Age. — The date of birth ordinarily 
accepted by the Commission Is that entered in the Matricula- 
tion Certificate or in the Secondary School Leaving Certifi- 
cate, or in a certificate recognised by an Indian University 
as equivalent to Matriculation or in an extract from a Regis- 
ter of Matriculates maintained by a University, which extract 
must be certified by the proper authority of the University. 
The expression Matriculation Certificate in this part of the 
instructions must be underslnod as including these alternative 
certificates. 

Candidates will ihus understand that the Matriculation 
Certificate is required in all cases as evidence of age, and 
it must invariably be sent to the Commission, in original, 
with a copy thereof, together with the application. 

Sometimes the Matriculation or equivalent Certificate does 
not show the date Of birth, or only shows the age by com- 
pleted years or completed years and. months. In such cases a 
candidate must send in addition to the Matriculation or equi-

the qualifying examination with one or more of the subjects 
specified In Rule 6 must be submitted In addition to the 
University certificate. 

Note, — A candidate who has appeared at an examination 
the passing of which would render him eligible to appear at 
this examination but has not been informed of the result may 
apply for admission to the examination. A candidate who 
intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may also 
apply provided the qualifying examination is completed 
before the commencement of this examination. Such can- 
didates will be admitted to the examination, if otherwise 
eligible, but the admission would ba deemed to be provisional 
and subject to cancellation If they do not produce proof of 
having passed the examination, as soon as possible, and to 
any case not later than two months after th# commencement 
of this examination. 

(v) Three copies of Photograph. — A candidate must sub- 
mit three passport size (5 cm. x 7 cm. approximately) copies 
of his recent photograph, one each of which should bp pasted 
on the first page of the application form and the first page 
of the attestation form and the third copy should be firmly 
attached with the amjlication f orra . Each copy of the photo- 
graph should be signed in ink on the front by the candidate, 

5. Candidates are warned that if an application is incom- 
pletely or wrongly filled or is not accompanied by any one 
of the documents mentioned under paragraph 4(ii), 4(iil), 
4(iv) and 4(v) above without a reasonable explanation for 
its absence having been given, the application is liable to bo 
rejected and no appeal against its rejection will be entertained.
